gadine-McKittrick Dry Goods 
against which receivership proceedings 
were filed in the United States strict 
Court yesterday by Peter J. Byrne of 
Chicago, a stockholder. Byrne was 4 
department manager of the concern. 

Directors, officers and many employes 
who had stock in the dry goods company 
have been impoverished, according’ to 
Jones, *who himself holds $50,000 worth 
of the company’s stock, which has no 
present market value because of the 
Josses incurred through the company’s 
investment in the big skyscraper. 

These losses forced the dry goods com- 
pany into liquidation, although it had a 
capitalization of $6,800,000 and sold $8,009, - 
000 worth of goods each year. A large 
portion-of the stock was held by em- 
ployes, many of whom lost their posl- 
tions when the company went into 
liquidation. 

Failure Due to Investments. 

Jones told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
the failure of the Hargadine-MckKittrick 
Dry Goods Co. and its liquidation which 
forced it to sell its merchandise at a 
price sufficient “to pay only (0 per cent 
leaving nothing for the 
stockholders, was directly due to the in- 
vestment of the company’s funds in the 
Railway Exchange Building. 

Byrne in his recéivership suit named 
ae defendants the Nargadine-MecNittrick 
Dry, Goods. Co, Robert MeKittrick 

“Phomus H. MeKittrick, George 

Wright, ©. C. Simmons and the St. 
Louis Union Trust Co. 

One of his allegations was that more 
than $2,000,000 of the dsy goods com- 
pany'’s funds had been wrongfully di- 
verted to the financirg and erecting of 
the Railway Exchange Building. 

“It is ‘not true that this money was 
wrongfully diverted,”’ said Jones. ‘‘The 
Harvadine-MchHiitcrick Co. planred the 
Railway Exchange Building as a home 
for the William Barr Dry Goods Co., in 
which it owned a controlling interest. 
It had a right to do this. 

“Byrno is a dissatisfied Sockh older. 
It is unfortunate that he saw fit to file 
receivership proceedings. 

Nothing in Sight for Stockholders. 
“The Liquidation Committee, composed 
ef E. C. Simmons, George M. Wright 
and myself, are doing all in our power 
to wind up the affairs of the company 
as expeditiously as possible. We are 
doing everything a receiver could do. 
Sust now there is nothing in sight for 
the stockholders. I wish there was, be 
cause I hold $50,000 worth of the stock. 
No director or officer of the company 
je better off than the smallest stock- 
holder. 

“To my personal knowledge, Thomas 
H. McKittrick has bankrupted himse'f 
and al] the members of his family in 
promoting the Railway Exchange Buil«- 
ing. His brothers, Walter, Hugh and 
Ralph McKittrick, and their families 
have impoverished themselves in the 
same way. Thomas H. McKittrick alone 
invested $300,000 of his own money in the 
Railway Exchange Building 

“No returns are in sight from these 
heavy investments. It will be a long 
time, possibly many years, before the 
bullding is on a paying basis. At pres- 
ent it is rented only up to 77 per cent cf 
its capacity. 

Company Assumed Leases, 

” “The rentals even now might. be suffi- 
cient to pay something on rne stock but 
for the heavy expense incurred in as- 
suming the leases of the railway coin- 
panies which moved their offices from 
other buildings. All of the unexpired 
leases on the premises from which these 
tenants moved were assumed by the 
Railway Exchange Building Co. In con- 
Sequence the company has had to pay 
out enormous sums with no return. 

“Thomas H,. McKittrick had a golden 
dream of the profits to be made from 
the biggest office building in the world. 
If his dream had been realized he would 
have been a big man—possibly the big- 
gest man in St. Louis. 

“But, like many another ambitious 
man, he overshot the mark and today 
he has nothing. Tom McKittrick is 
broke.”’ 


Dentes Making Profit. 
Robert McKittrick Jones-is a cousin 


of Thomas H., Walter. Hugh and Ralph 
McKittrick. He specifically denied that 
he or Thomas H. McKittrick made any 
profit out of the promotion and erec- 
tion of the Railway Exchange Building, 
as allezged in Byrne's petition. 

As a director of the St. Louls Union 
Trust Co. Jones denied Byrne's asser- 
tion that the trust company had ex- 
acted usurious interest in. financing 
tNe building project for the dry 
@ompany. 

“The trust company did not loan 
money to the building company,” he 
“It merely managed the syndi- 
cate fofmed to finance the company 
and it collected a fee for that service.”

Sam Schepps, on whom the State re- 
lied in the first trial of Becker to cor- 
roborate the testimony of Jack Ros, 
Harry Vallon and Bridgie Webber, the 
three infqrmers, was quoted today as 
saying he held ‘“‘the secret in the Becker 
case’’ and would tell Gov. Whitman, 
should the Governor ask him to. 
Schepps was quoted as saying: ‘“The 
story is so tlear anyone wil! believe it, 
but, as for proof, say, do you want that 
I shall go so far as to bring Becker 
back to Broadway and me take his place 
in the electric chair? I hung myself 
enough in this case and there is nothing 
doing any more.”’ 
The ‘‘secret,’’ to which Schepps wa: 
quoted as having referred, is believed 
to be what was said at a recent meeting 
between Mrs. Becker and Jack Rose in 
Schepps’ jewelry store. 

Will Have New Counsel. 
The new step in the effort to save 
Becker from exe@ution will be the selec- 
tion of new counsel to represent him in 
an appeal to the Supreme Court of the 
United States. Martin T. Manton, who 
has represented Becker up to date and 
who has announced that he will retire 
from the case, was not prepared to say 
what attorney will lay Becker’s appeal 
before the Supreme Court. 
Manton would not admit that Becker 
had offered to tell Gov. Whitman tK® 
names of those higher up in graft deal- 
ings in which Becker was concerned. 
It was learned from Manton that Mrs. 
Becker will not go to Albany now to 
make a personal appeal to Gov. Whit- 
man. 
It was pointed out today that an ap- 
plication for an appeal to the Supreme 
Court would not act as a stay in execu- 
tion of Becker's sentence and..that it 
will be necessary for Becker's counsé! 
to obtain a writ of habeas corpus from a 
Federal court or a writ of error from a 
member of the United States Supreme 
Court.

ALBANY. N.-Y., July 2.—Gov. Whit-

Preliminary Audit Declared to 
Have Shown That $1700 
Was Missing. 


Steps Toward Arresting 
Frank Menzer.

MT. VERNON. Iil., July the 


vote of 10 members of the City Council 
late last night Mayor W. S. Payne was 
instructed to confer today with State's 
Attorney J. F. Watson and arrange for 
the arrest of Frank Menzer, former 
City Clerk, who is short in his accounts 
to the extent of several thousand dol- 


lars with the amount of the known 
shortage steadily increasing. 

This action brings to crisis a peculiar 
Situation here and the citizens are in- 
lensely interested in reports that Men- 
zer, if arrested, will make sensational 
disclosures regarding the recent ex- 
tension of the Citizene’ Gus, Electric 
and Heating Co.’s franchise for 2% 
years. 

Within one week after the city elec- 
tion here April 20 it was known that 
Menzer was short in his accounts and 
had attempted to destroy the City 
Cierk’s office record. Menzer admited 
that he was short but no attempt has 
been made to interfere with his liberty 
since that time until, as Dr. 8s, D. 
Thompson said at Council meeting ‘‘ev- 
ery one is laughing at the authorities.’ 

Beaten on Franchise Issue. 

Menzer is a brother-in-law of City 
Attorney W. C, Blair and was high in 
the counsels of the Republican party, 
which, until the last election, has con- 
trolled city affairs for more than a 
decade with pluralities averaging about 
370. He was a candidate for re-election 
in April, but following public dissatis- 
faction regarding the gas and electric 
franchise, a Democratic administration 
came into power by a plurality of 350, 

On the morning after the election Mern.- 
zer called in J. J. Oakley, a junk dealor, 
and had a large number of the City 
Clerk’s records, including 1500 receipt 
stubs, carted away to be sold as waste 
paper. These were balea under hy- 
draulic pressure and were about to be 
-shipped from the city when the new ad- 
ministration learned of Menzer’s action. 
The records were traced to the junk 
dealer's, and after opening severa] bales 
a large number of the vouchers were 
recovered and additional ones were re- 
covered yesterday. 


First Audit Shows %1700 Gone. 
These voucners showed that Méenzer 
had receipted for license fees for ve- 
hicles, market stalls, moving picture 
houses and other enterprises for 
which a license is required and had 
accounted for only part of the 
money. A preliminary audit made by 
H. C. Perkins, an accountant in the 
Pierce Building, St. Louis, revealed 
a shortage of $1700 and Perkins neti- 
fied members of the Council last 
night that this sum had been greatly 
increased. One of the stubs found 
yesterday showed the receipt of $40 
from a theater of which no report 
was made to the treasurer. Many of 
these facts were printed in newspa- 
pers here but great effort was made 
by the political friends of Menzer to 
prevent the report from spreading. 
Then it became Known that war- 
rants for the collection of about $3000 
assessed against property holders at 
times the city ordered construction 
of cement walks, were missirg. The 
Council last night ordered the iseu- 
ance of duplicate warrants in an ef- 
fort to find if any of this amount had 
been paid by the property owners. 
Covers 6-Year Period. 
The stubs show that Menzer’s opera- 
tions extended over a period of six 
years Despite the continued revela- 
tions no effort was made to interfere 
with him. Citizens openly voiced ‘their 
amazement at the attitude of the au- 
thorities. 
At the council meeting last night the 
Mayor informed some of his close sup- 
porters that public dissatisfaction had 
become so great that some action must

STREET CARS TO BE 
REROUTED TUESDAY 


Track Reconstruction to Cause 
| Diversion That Will Lengthen 
Schedules. 


The United Railways today placed in 
Olive cars posters announcing that the 
company next Tuesday would begin the 
reconstruction of the Olive street car 
tracks between Fourteenth street and 
Boyle avenue. 

President McCulloch’ said the recon- 
struction would not interfere with the 
route or schedules of eastbound cars. 
Westbound cars, however, will be run 
over Fcurteenth street to Pine, west on 
Pine to Twenty-first street, south on 
Twenty-first to Market, west on Market 
to Laclede, west on Laclede to Sarah 
and north on Sarah to Olive. 

“People are in greater haste to get 
downtown than they are tc get home,” 
McCullo:h said. He thinks the loop des- 
ignated for westbound cars will lengthen 
the westbound running scheduie about 
three or four minutes. He estimated the 
company, by working day and night, 
could comp'tete the reconstruction of 
both tracks in three weeks. 

The westLound track will be torn up 
first and new rails laid. Then éastbourid 
cars wil! be run over the new westbound 
track between Boyle avenue and Four- 
teenth streets. 

The Olive street construction, McCul- 
loch said, will cost about $150,000. This 
is part of $700,000 being spent this vear 
on reconstruction of tracks. Recently 
the company completed the reconstruc- 
tion of trecks on Washington avenue, 
between Twelfth and Elghteenth streets. 
All other reconstruction, now being 
done, is in outlying districts. 

The new rails on Olive street are 
known 48 9%-inch rails. weighing 122 
pounds to the yard. They are the heavi- 
est rails obtainable.

moor, the Caucasian and the Wel- 
bury—were torpedoed and sunk to- 
day by a German submarine. The 
crews of the Inglemoor and the Can- 
casian were landed at Falmouth. The 
crew of the Welbury is safe. 

The commander of the submarine 
was markedly delighted on learning 
‘that the Welbury carried a cargo of 
sugar. After the ship left Cuba it 
was discovered that someone had 
painted inside the vessel’s. fore 
hold the words: ‘‘You have a cargo 
of sugar for England, but you will 
never get there.’’ 

The stéamers Inglemoor and Can. 
casion were struck by the U39. This 
was the submarine which torpedoed 
the Lusitania. 

(At least one other submarine has 
been said in England to be the one 
which sunk the Lusitania, but no 
evidence has heen offered to show the 
correctness of the statement. No one 
on board the Lusitania made out the 


number of the submarine). 
The British schooner L. C. Tower 


which left Parrsboro, N. 8., June 1, 
for Newport, England, was sunk off 
Fastnet today by a German subma- 
rine. The undersea boat then sank a 
bark six miles away. The crew ‘of 
nine of the schooner was landed at 
Queenstown. 
Fourteen of Crew Missing. 

The torpedo boat destroyer Light- 
ning, 320 tons, was damaged Wednes- 
day night off the east coast by a 
mine or torpedo explosion. She is 
now in harbor. Fourteen members of 
the crew are reported to be missing. 
Her peace complement is 50 men. An- 
nouncement that the Lightning had 
been damaged was contained in an 
official communication issued by the 
British Admiralty. 

The Italian ship Sardomene, 2000 
tons, timber laden, was torpedoed 
without warning five miles from 


Castletown, Beerhaven, Ireland. Two 
of the crew were killed and several 
were wounded or missing. Seven were 
saved. The Sardomene sailed from 
Bunbury on Feb. 21 for London. 

In June, 98, British ships, aggre- 
gating slightly more than 39,000 tons, 
were sunk by submarines or mines, 
with the loss of 111 lives.

French Driven Back Many 
Times, Ottoman Troops

LONDON, July 2.—The French and 
Prf{tish—expediticnary forces in the Gal- 
lipoli peninsula are now faced with the 
problem, says the Alexandria corre- 
spondent of the Chronicle, of storming 
a hill of Achi Baba, 800 feet high, which 
dominates the whole lower peninsula 
and has been fortified by the Turk until 
it is a: position of immense strength. 
“On either side,”” says the corre- 
stondent, ‘‘the ground falls away to the 
sea in ravines and dry water courses, 
which the Turks have had time to make 
almost impregnable. There is no roon 
on the peninsula to find the weak points 
and we are now in the position of hav- 
ing to take this lofty position by 
storm.” 
Capture of Haricot Redoubt. 
The correspondent then goes on tn 
describe the attack made by the French 
on June 21, in which they finally suc- 
ceeded, with the support of the British 
artillery, in capturing the famous Hari- 
cot redoubt, which had previously been 
tuken and retaken half a dozen times, 
and at the same time were able to oc- 
cupy the supporting trenches on the 
left. <6 that the fort was at last solidly 
added to their position. The redoubt 
itself, the correspondent says, was car- 
ried with great gallantry and success, 
but to hold the position it was necessary 
t capture and hold about 600 yards of 
trenches to the left and above it. Twice 
the French troops drove the Turks out 
‘of this position and twice they were 
driven out by furious counter-charges. 
Finally, in the late afternoon, every 
gun, both British and French, was 
brought up and concentrated on the po- 
sition in a tremendous ‘“‘drumming” 
bombardment, and at 6 o'clock in the 
evening a final charge made the French 
masters of the position. The Turks 
fought to the last with desperate feroci- 
ty, and in one trench, where they were 
cut off by artillery fire and unable to 
obtain supplies of ammunition, they 
fought hand to hand with sticks, stones 
and fists. 


Trench Filled With Dead. 
The Turkish losses were terrific, one 


trench being literally filled with their 
dead. The allied cfficers pay high trib- 
ute to the courage and fighting qualities 
of the Turks, some of whom have seen 
fighting ir the West, according to the 
Chronicle, estimating that one Turk is 
worth two Germans, in a corner. 

The British press representative, 
describing the battle, says: 

“The force drawn up against the al- 
lies is the flower of the Turkish army, 
which, notwithstanding casualties that 
must already amount to 70,000, is fight- 
ing valiantly and desperately, realizinz 
that when the Bastion of Achi Babe 
falle, the occupation of the Kilid-Bahr 
plateau becomes a mere question of 
time, and when Kilid-Bahr falls the 
doom of Constantinople is at hand."’

last Monday by the German submarine 
U3s off Trevose Head on the coast of 
Cornwall because Capt. Trickey of the 
Armenian tried to savé at any cost 
both hig. ship and his cargo of 1422 
American mules for the armies in 
France. 

“I must say that the submarine com- 
mander showed us every fairness,” said 
Capt. Trickey today. ‘‘As a signal for 
us to stop, he first put a couple of 
shots over our bows when we were 
four miles off. Instead, I put the ship’s 
stern to him and ran for it. 

“Then the submarine began to sheli 
us in earnest, the shrapnel bursting 
all around us, killing several of the 
crew and knocking others overboard 
I soon realized that he was gaining on 
us, but I did not propose to surrender 
without a struggle. The crew were 
standing by the boats, which were 
swung out, but shrapnel cut.the falls 
of one, which dropped into the sea. 


Finally Forced to Surrender. 

“Then my steering gear was hit anc 
put out of commission. Then a shell 
dropped into the engine room and an- 
other carried away the wireless house, 
and & moment later still another 
carried away the funnel and prac- 
tically disabled us, for the stokers could 
no longer keep up: steam. 
“By this time the ship was on fire in 
three places, and I-decided to surren- 
der. We had held out for an hour, 
and 12 or 13 men in the crew lay dead 
about the decks, when I ordered the 
flag hauled down. The submarine then 
came up alongside and gave us five 
minutes to abandon the ship. She went 
down, blown up by two torpedoes. 


“The submarine picked up many of 
the crew who, because of a damaged 
boat, had fallen into the water. He 
made no effort to do us further harm, 
after we surrendered. Most of the men 
who lost their lives were Americans, 
shipped at Norfolk as mule-tenders.”’ 
The Armenian continued sending out 
S O 8 calls while the submarine was 
firing until one of the shells, as de- 
scribed by Capt. Trickey, went squarely 
into the wireless house, disabling the 
apparatus. 

“We could see her quite clearly,” said 
one of the surviving officers. “She was 
one of the very latest type, and we 
could see the number, U8, plainly 
marked on her side. She had all flags 
flying and came up at great speed. We 
could see her commander on deck, wear- 
ing brown overalls. He was leaning 
against the conning tower and we could 
see him turn to give orders. 


Storm of Shrapnel Rurst. 
“We kept on going after the warning 
shot was fired, although immediately a 
storm of shrapnel burst over us, and 
we did not stop until the wireless house 
was smashed, the steering gear wrecked 
and the funnel so badly damaged we 
could not keep up steam, while the sub- 
marine was overtaking us and coming 
so close she could have riddled us. 
“Then the whistle was sounded three 
times and the vessel hauled to. The 
wounded were placed in the boats, the 
rest of us clambered in and we rowed

TEN MILLION STARVING IN 
POLAND; DEVASTATION IS 


WORSE THAN IN BELGIUM 


Disease and Want Prevail in Country Which 
Has Suffered $700,000,000 Loss People Hide 
in Forests, Eating Roots and Bark. 


WARSAW, July 2.—Ten million peopic 
starving in Poland and material losses 
in movable and unmovable properties 
amounting to $700,000,000 are two of the 
results of the war, according to data 
gathered by the Associated Press. 
The devastation of property and the 
suffering of millions of human beings 
in i is increased so stupendous- 
ly from\ day to day that, with com- 
munication demoralized, it is becoming 
increasingly difficult to gather anything 
like a comprehensive summary of the 
havoc which the war is causing. It is 
evident from facts now at hand that ol 
all the regions suffering from the con- 
flict now so widespread in Europe, 
Poland not only is the worst sufferer 
at present, but that it will require more 
time than any other country to recover 
from the effects of the war. 

The case of the Belgians, which 
aroused world-wide sympathy, is plainly 
not so bad as the case of the Poles. In 
comparison, however, the Belgians ha‘ 
an easy time in escaping the horrors of 
war by flight to England and France, 
but with the Poles it has been a case 
of facing a gun, no matter in which 
direction its distressed might turn. 


40,000 Square Miles Devasted, 

The devastated territory of the king- 
dom amounts to more than 40,000 square 
miles, in which 200 cities and towns an 
9000 villages have been partially or en- 
tirély destroyed. Five thousand villages 
have been razed. 
Railroad tracks for a distance of 10% 
miles have been torn up. Even the soil 
has been rendered unfit for agricultural 
purposes by innumerable trenches and 
big holes bored into it by the projec- 
tiles of heavy artillery. The agricul- 
tural production of this part of Poland, 
representing a value of $500,000,000 per 
annum, has been stopped in its entirety 
for lack of funds, seeds, farmhands and 
cattle. 


The agricultural population of 7,- 
000,000 people, who are starving, 
hide themselves, in forests or under 
the ruins of their former dwellings, 
having as food only roots, bark and 
decaying carcasses of horses killed 
on the battlefields, 

The fate of cities and industrial re- 
gions is no better. Some of them suf- 
fered depopulation, some weére flooded 
by a tremendous wave of refugees who 
had deserted the fighting zone. Eighty 
per cent of this class of refugees are 
Jews. 

The City° of Kalisz, capital of the 
province of the same name, which be- 
fore the war had a population of nearly 
80,000, numbers now 10,000 inhabitants. 
Warsaw, the capital of the kingdom, 
twice as large as Brusséls, harbors at 
present more than 200,000 refugees. 


Lodz Looks Like Cemetery. 


The city of Lodz, 0,000 inhabitants, 
the center of the great Polish textile in- 
écustry, twice captured by the Russian 
and German armies, looks like a cem- 
«tery. Important industrial centers like 
Chenstohova, Sosnoviec and the Coal 
basin of Dombrova have shared the 
seme fate. The industrial output of the 
Kingdom of Poland, valued at $400,000,000 
per annum, has been annihilated. Three 
millions of people, earning their daily 
bread in factories and mines, are starv- 
ing. The coal mines, though not in the 
firchting zone, have been flooded by the 
Germans for slrategical reasons and all 
the costly machinery destroyed. The 
kingdom that used all of its monthly 
output of 30,000 carloads receives now 
less than 10 carloads of coal from the 
distant Don basin in Southern Russia 
Meanwhile 8.000 miners in Dombrova 
and the adjoining mines have lost their 
work for ‘‘strategical reasons.” All 
commerce of the kingdom with the 
Russian Empire virtually has been 
stopped as well on account of a lack 
of transportation facilities as because 
of the Interrupted international rela- 
tions. These commercial transactions 


between the kingdom and the empire 
amounted for the year preceding the 


war to $1,000,000,000 rubles,, or $500,000,000 
“he same ‘conditions prevail in the 
tunking business. The transactions of 
the big corporations, of mutual credit 
associations and of savings banks, have 
heen limited to the paying out of de- 
posits. The notes portefeull of local 
hanks, <epresenting a nominal value 
of many hundreds of millions rubles, 
bear no interest whatever, having, tem- 
porarily at least, the mere value of mil- 
lions of ‘“‘scraps of paper.” 

Hunger and Disease Everywhere. 
On_all sides there is hunger, dis- 
ease and ruin. Of a total of 1,500, - 
000 horses in this part of Poland. 
800,000 have been requisitioned by 
both fighting armies. Not less than 
2,000,000 cattle have been confiscated 
for the same purpose. Milk is rare 
and the mortality among infants 


shows a terrific increase. Sanitary 
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conditions are worse thap deplorable. 
Insufficient nourishment, a fatal con- 
gestion of population in certain cities 
reputed to be safe from immediate 
war dangers (in some temporary 
asylums in Warsaw sixty persons 
sleep in room of 40x30), and lack of 
medical help aggravate daily the 
evil conditions, In the country they 
are still worse, the proximity of 
shallow graves infecting the air and 
the water of wells with poisonous 
serms. Especially in the Provinces 
of Lublin and Suvalki the graves of 
fallen soldiers frequently have been 
dug in the immediate neighberhood 
of human dwellings. 

The conditions in Galicia (Austrian 
Poland) may be still worse. Embrac- 
ing 82 counties, Galicia has an area 
of 32,000 square miles and a popula- 
tion of more than 8,000,000. All of 
her territory except Cracow and its 
immediate vicinity has suffered. The 
country extending from the Russian 
frontier, from Podvolocziska up west 
to Bochnia, for a distance of 450 
miles, has been destroyed by fire and 
cannon. The wave came from the 
East was repulsed and. returned 
again. Many places were subjected 
to these invasiong as many as seven 
times. A hundred cities and towns 
and 6000 villages suffered cruelly; 
2500 villages virtually have disap- 
peared from sight. Eight hundred 
thousand horses and 1,540,090 cattle 
have been taken away by the armies, 
as well as almost all provisions like 
corn. and potatoes. 

Billions in Products Lost. 


The total agricultural production £ 
Galicia, valued at $200,000,000 yearly. 
and the tndustrial output of some $10»,- 
000,000 per annum, have been destroyea. 
The loss will be greatly increased if the 
reports that the withdrawing Russia: 
army has set fire to the Carpathiam oli 
wells prove true. 

Cities like Tarnopol, Tarnow. Brody, 
Nisko, Stryj, Kolomea, Stanislavov and 
Przemysl are but heaps of ruins. Gloomy 
looking smokestacks rising out of piles 
of bricks are the only witnesses of the 
fact that human beings had once resided 
there. 

Cracow, the ancient capital of the Pol. 
ish Kings (200,000 Inhabitants), and an 
architectural jewel among the cities of 
medieval Europe, was not immediately 
touched by the war, but its inhabitants 
were ordered to leave and had to fly te 
Austrian Silesia, Vienna or Bohemia 
Over+1,000,000 Galicians are living as 
refugees in various parts of Austria- 
Hungary and are 6uffering there se- 
verely. 

In the counties of Przemysl, Rzeszow 
and Jaroslav people are dying from hun- 
ger by the hundreds. The counties of 
Cieszanov and Dovromil, in Eastern Ga- 
licia; and those of Lancut, Przeworsk, 
Nisko, Tarnobrszeg, Jasle and Krosno, in 
Western Galicia, are so thoroughly de- 
vastated that they look as if they had 
been destroyed by some terrific earth- 
quake. No human dwellings, no roads, 
no cultivated fields. Among heaps of 
ruins dogs are running wild with hun- 
ger and flocks of crows and ravens in 
search of food are digging out with 
their beaks the shallow graves of Rus- 
sian and Teutonic soldiers. Frequently 
these are the graves of Polish brothers 
that killed one; another, having been 
forced into the two opposed armies by 
the invaders. 

70 Per oe Totally Ruined. 

Of a total aréa of Galicia only 7.per 
cent has been untouched by the war, 
23 per cent has been partially and 70 
per cent totally ruirf®d, transformed 
into a vast cemetery. 

Conditions prevailing among pro- 
fessional men are particularly dis- 
treasing. Men possessing college and 
university é¢ducation and degrees, of- 
ficitals, teachers and writers have no 
means whatever to earn their daily 
bread. Expelled from administrative 
positions they held under one govern- 
ment and repleced by officers import- 
ed by the invader; removed from po- 
sitions in closed sctentific inetitu- 
tions or in trades that are now use- 
less, these men are facing starvation. 
On the streets of Warsaw and Lvrov 
(Lamberg) one meets well-dressed 
and intelligent-looking men who are 
selling newspapers, unloading coal or 
trucks, doing all Kinds of menial or 
manual work to earn a few cents for 
ameal. It is obvious that they must 
exert themselves to the utmost to 
perform tasks that are beyond heir 
normal physical srength.

Fidel Avila has delivered to the 

American consul here, Marion Letcher, 

a formal icquest for the extradition of 

Gen. Victuriano Huerta, charging Huer- 

ta with murder and being a fugitive 

from juatice. 

The request was transmitted to the 
State Depertment at Washington. 

The requisition, which was drawn up 
in legal form, contains about 200 words. 
In general it accuses Huerta of various 
crimes committed against a Power 
friendly to the United States and against 
individuals therect. Specifically it 
charges HMoerta witk being a fugitive 
murderer—referring presumably to the 
kil ng of President Francisco Madero, 
wh h occurred immediately after Hue- 
ta’B, usurjation of the presidency of

When Huerta was told by Trial Com- 
missioner Oliver that his case had neen 
continued until July 12, he asked: ‘“‘Must 
I, then, remain in El Paso until July

“The continuance means you must ap- 
pear here on that date,’’ he was told.

SEDALIA, Mo., July 2.—After 21 


years, the case of the theft of $190,- 
000 from the First National Bank of 
Sedalia is closed with the death in 
California of James G. Thompson. 
The cashier of the bank, who fled 
on the night of May 8&, 1894, died 
ona ranch near Ios Angeles, an exlie 
whose return had many times been 
sought by bank officials. 

After Thompson disappeared the 
Federal receivers paid a total of 20 
‘cents on the dellar on deposits, and 
assessed every stockholder the limit. 

Thompson fled to Mexico before the 
shortage was found and remained there 
until the indictments against him 
were dropped. He then returned to 
the United States and went to Cali- 
fornia.

1000 LOVE LETTERS 
OF BRITISH CAPTAIN 
PRODUCED AT TRIAL 


$1250 Damages Awarded to 
Music Hall Artist After Many 
of Missives Are Read.

Porter of the Worcestershire

Jones, a music hall artist, in the eight 
years of his courtship. 

“Miss Jones was a young music hall 
artist of considerable beauty,’’ said At- 
torney O'Connor, opening the case. 
‘Capt. Porter admired her and fell in 
love with her. They were engaged in 
August, 1913. 

“Capt. Porter wrote Miss Jones some- 
thing like 1000 love letters, some of 
them being gems in their way. I do 
not believe that there has ever been 
any amatory correspondent who sur- 
passed Capt. Porter in phrasing ideas 
of affection and vows of fidelity. Shak- 
speare, in his description of the feel- 
ings of the heart, was an apprentice 
compared with Capt. Porter. 

“One for Ever and Ever.” 

“The correspondence’ shows that 
Capt. Porter was madly in love with 
Miss Jones and that there is no sub- 
stance in the defense. On Oct. 8, 1913, 
he wrote:

. are one for ever and ever! I never

spite of the fact-.that you are soon 
to leave me. To, have won your 
love, sweetheart mine, is indeed a 
treasure to be proud of, but it is in 
very safe keeping, little one.

It is sufficiently easy to spend money 
in Bucharest, and it is part of the cult 
of the city that pleasure can only be 
commensurate with outlay. Most ar- 
ticles of clothing cost five times as 
much here as in Paris or London. The 
hotels ask $6 a day for a very ordinary 
reom, and meals are correspondingly 
costly. 

The women of Bucharest mode! their 
stvle and carriage closely after the ex- 
ample of Paris, but not the chastened 
Paris of wartime. Feminine heels are 
higher in Bucharest than anywhere celse 
in the world, and the eastern tempera- 
ment of Rumania allows more exae2- 
geration in the use of rouge and powder 
than Paris would sanction. The men— 
that is. the men of the fashionable set 
—would be called too well dre in 
London or New York. 

Society appears at its best in the «ft- 
ernoon, when everyone that aspires to 
be anyone goes for a drive on the 
Chaussee. The horse-drawn vehicle is 
still quite the thing, with coachman 
and driver in velvet livery and silk- 
en sash of gaudiest color. After the 
drive comes 5 o’clock tea, taken eitner 
at home or in one of the fashionable 
cafes. Tea is followed by a leisurely 
promenade down the Callea Victoria, 
which is the Riverside-drive of Bucha- 
rest and, like it, the starting point of 
many a romance. 

Cafes Open at Midnight. 

The evening is taken up with dinner 
and the theater. Then at midnight, 
when the concerts and theaters are fin- 
ished, the night cafes open. There are 
cabarets*and dance halls by the score. 
and everywhere plenty of music. Prices 
are on a scale which it would be hard 
to beat in New York. The best: supper 
places offered customers a varied en- 
tertainment—the latest tango dances, 
the newest, wildest Hungarian music, 
from zimbals and pan-pipes, andl vaude- 
ville numbers of many types. 

Flower women and child beggars in 
great numbers haunt the neighborhood 
of the cafes until almost dawn. They 
are allowed to enter even the best res- 
taurants and circulate around among 
the tables, where they gather a few 
coins and many bits of food. 

Ahe afternoon promenade on the C £1. 
lea Victoria strikes the foreign visitor 
as a little freer and more unconventional 
than anything of the same kind to be 
found in European or American cities. 
The man who smiles at a lady he does 
not know 1{s not considered a person to 
be frowned upon, but is rather regarded 
by the majority as a commendably 
dashing and gallant fellow.

REPORTS INDICATE 


Increased Activity Being Mani- 
fested by the Jobbing Trade 
in St. Louis. 


U. S. REVENUE SUFFERS 
Europe’s War Declared Main 
Cause of the $35,000,000 
Deficit. 


WASHINGTON, July ? —Business 


conditions throughout the country fo 
June as reported by Federal reserve 
agents show a general tendency tow1rrd 
improvement. St. Louis reported that 
the output of manufacturers, who have 


no products available for Zurope. still 
was below normal, although the job- 
bing trade was somewhat more active. 
The outlook for the cotton crop was 
favorable and the livestock market coni- 
tinued active. 

Crop and financial conditions in the 
Kansas City district were reported ex- 
cellent. The coal industry was above 
normal for the season. Livestock and 
packing industries were normal, with 
farm implements and automobiles vie- 
ing with each other for record of sales. 
There was a surplus of harvest labor- 
ers. 

Boston Has Economy Wave. 

Boston reported that weather condi- 
tions and a “wave of economy, which 
is affecting all classes,’’ probably had 
been important factors in the general 
business situation. Shoe manufacturers 
stated that the situation was not getting 
worse and the underlying tone was 
fairly healthy. Cotton mill business was 
generally satisfactory, but there seemed 
to be a recession of business in the 
wool, woolen and worsted trade since 
May 1. 

‘New York bankers’ throughout the 
State were quoted as reporting that 
crops in general had a good start and 
that increased activity and better em- 
ployment for labor:in many industries 
were shown. In New York City trade 
was reported that mercantile lines in 
general continued to show an improving 
trend and there was a reasonably sat- 
{efactory outlook. 

' Philadelphia jobbers were looking 
more cheerfully to the future than a 
few months ago. Orders for exports 
were increasing. Employment.  condi- 
tions were said to be improved. 

Boom in Some Cleveland Lines. 
Cleveland reported business in some 
large industrial plants with special lines 
as booming, with general business ‘‘only 
fair." Coal and pig iron activities were 
said to be still unsatisfactory, with au- 
tomobile and rubber manufacturing in- 
dustries working to capacity. 

Chicago reported a steady but slow 
progress. Late advices indicate unpre- 
cedented cereal prospects. There was 
more activity in iron and stee! lines. 

Minneapolis said weather conditions 
undoubtedly had damaged the North- 
western corn crop, but it was r. early 
to estimate the effect. Wheat was in 
excellent condition. Business had re- 
sponded to promises of a good year in 
' agricultural districts. 

Dallas reported that the Southern and 
Central Texas oat crop would be the 
largest yield known. Corn was in a 
favorable condition, but the condition of 
cotton is not entirely satisfactory. 

Government Deficit, 835,864,381. 

In the meantime the second business 
year of the present administration end- 
ed with Friday and showed a deficit of 
$35,864,381, compared with a surplus for 
the year ending June 30, 1914, of $34,- 
418,677. An enormous reduction in cus- 
toms revenues resulted from the war, 
while disbursements were much greater. 

Notwithstanding the deficit, the treas- 
ury has an actual balance of $82,025,716. 
with every prospect that it will be in- 
creased possibly by $10,000,000 in the next 
10 days. 

Customs receipts for the last fiscal 
year amounted to 3200,268,107, about $11,- 
000,000 under the estimates made by Sec- 
retary McAdoo several months after the 
War began, and $82,000,000 below the 
amount received from this source 11 
1914. With the end of the war apparent- 
ly remote, it is well known that many 
treasury officials are convinced that it 
will be necessary for Congress to re- 
store the o]d duty on sugar at the next 
session. Sugar becomes free next year. 
In the days when it paid duty it brought 
fn about $00,000,000 a year. 

Income Tax Big Producer. 

The income tax was the big producer 
In the last 12 months. Totol receipts 
ware $79,828,675, of which $36,308,525 cane 
moon June 30. This is more than $8,- 
560,000 above that total received from the 
tex last year and there remain 10 days 
of grace in which it may lawfully be 
paid. Officials are confident that during 
this period there will be received at 
least $6,000,000, which would bring the 
total $5,000,000 above the amount’ estt- 
mated. 

The personal income tax proved a 
surprise this year. Last year it brought 
in Only about $28,000,000, but this year it 
bas produced more than $41,000,000, and 
that probably will be augmented by 
several millions. A closer examination 
*¢ returns and the announced intention 
«f officials to prosecute tax dodgers are 
believed to have helped to swell the 
receipts. The corporation income tax 
apparentiy will be about the same as 
that received last year.

NEW YCRK, July 2.—Deeds recording 
the transfer of $7,230,000 worth of real 
estate from William Waldorf Astor of 
England. to his youngest son, Capt. 
John Jacctb Astor, on file here, were. de- 
clared today to constitute the largest 
gift of real estate other than by be- 
quest ever recorded in New York City. 
The deeds were filed yesterday by coun- 
sel for the elder Astor’s interests in 
this country. 

The gift included half of the old Astor 
house, the other half of which was torn 
down two.years ago and two office 
buildings in the financial district. 

Capt. John Jacob Astor, by this gift, 
becomes one of the largest real estate 
holders of Manhattan Island. He joined 
the English army several years ago and 
went to tha front with the British troops 
early in the war as Captain of the First 
Life Guards. It was reported that he 
was wounded in a battle in France last 
October. 

A few years ago William Waldorf

Let us gave our trees. ,There are men in this 
city of ours, tree surgeons, well able and com- 
petent to take care of trees and keep them in good 
ecndition. They are men who love trees and know 
and understand tree life, its anatomical construc- 
tion from the smallest root-hair to the uppermost 
leaf. They know under what condition a tree can 
live and thrive. Only such men should be em- 
ployed who can qualify and prove their ability. 
As among medical surgeons, there are also quacks 
and ignorant fakirs calling themselves tree-sur- 
geons and many beautiful trees have been ruined 
by them. 

References should be required. Men of practical 
experience and botanical knowledge will be able 
to produce them or pass examination before pro- 
fessional men, such as landscape architects.

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LAW AND HUMANITY WIN. 

Facts so far obtained concerning the sinking of 
the Armenian not only reflect credit upon the com- 
mander of the German submarine which destroyed 
the ship, but indicate that President Wilson's vig- 
orous protest against lawless sea warfare have 
served the cause of law and humanity. 

After asserting the rights of neutrals and of 
humanity and demanding observance of interna- 
tional law, the President outlined conditions under 
which the summary destruction of a merchantman 
would be justified. He said: 

Nothing but actual forcible resistance or 
continued efforts to escape by flight, when 
ordered to stop for the purpose of visit, on 
the part of the merchantmen has ever been 
held to forfeit the lives of her passengers and 
crew. 

Although it now transpires that the Armenian 


was engaged in admiralty business and was prac- 
tically a British naval transport, the German com- 
mander without obligation took extraordinary 
precautions to warn the captain and to enable 
the crew to escape. 

How different from the methods used by the 
Germans in the case of the Falaba and the Lusi- 
tania, in which there was obligation to warn the 
captain and insure the safety of passengers and 
crews. Then the responsibility was put upon the 
passengers when it rested on Germany. We were 
told that Americans sailing on belligerent or even 
neutral merchantment, especially those carrying 
contraband, assumed all risks. 

In this case, when the risk was assumed by those 
on board, the German commander takes humane 
nieasures to save life. 

This change in the German attitude towards the 
laws of the sea and the rules of humanity is worth 
ali the effort and risk that our Government has 
undertaken. If it presages the recognition by the 
German Government of the rights of neutrals on 
the sea and the obligations of belligerents, we 
shall have made an invaluable contribution to 
civilization. We shall have preserved in a time 
of chaotic stress ‘‘the sacred freedom of the sea”’ 
and “the rights of humanity.” For this cause we

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CIVILIZED MAN AND COOKING BY MAIL. 

The correspondence schools, managing to teach 
almost everything—craftsmanship of various 
sorts, law, journalism, even art—got along swim- 
mingly and divided millions in préfits and in the 
increased capitalization the profits represented.

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A RECEIVERSHIP FOR A OITY. 

Nashville, Tenn., confronts an application for a 
receivership. Its affairs are in a muddle and some 
of its officials are under indictments for graft, em- 
bezzlement and various financial misdeeds. Some 
of its records are missing, and it presents several 
aspects of a private corporation that has been 
wild-catted, looted and thrown in the scrap pile. 

This is Nashville’s second experience of the kind. 
Its first municipal receivership—and it was the 
first ever undertaken In either this country or 
Great Britain—was in 1868, when, umder petition 
of leading citizens, John M. Bass was named re- 
ceiver to resuscitate Nashville from the deplora- 
ble condition into which it had fallen under the 
reign of carpet-baggers. 

The spectacle of a receivership is a striking 
exhibit in the case of the peop] against their so- 
called servants in the municipal household and 
exposes the worst that can befall where the peo- 
ple are careless housekeepers. Neither the com- 
mission form nor any other form of municipal 
government can save the house from disorder and 
depredation if inferior servants are left to run it 
themselves. 
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AN UNSAFE AND INSANE FOURTH. 

They are going to have an unsafe and insane 
Fourth anyway on the other side. In addition 
to powder burns, tetanus, eyes shot out, hands 
maimed, etc., whole regiments of men, and per- 
haps a few women and children, will be ruth- 
lessly sacrificed to European and Asiatic patriot- 
ism of various sorts. — 
Why not let the warring nations and tribes do 
our killing for us on this glorious Fourth and con- 
tent ourselves with innocent joy-making? This 
will be a good occasion for the nation at peace to 
present a marked contrast to the others in the 
use of deadly ammunition. 
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BESSARABIA’S LANE TO THE SEA. 
One part of the German line opposing the Rus- 
sians is now very near: the point where the 
boundary line of Rumania, Galicia and the Rus- 
sian province of Bessarabia intersect. Indeed, 
an Austro-German invasion of Bessarabia has 
several times been reported in the past fortnight. 
A diagonal 250-mile lané leading between the 
Dniester and Pruth rivers from the Black Sea 
to the northwest—that is Bessarabia. Millions 
ot half-savage peoples found it @ convenient lane 
to follow in their migrations from Asia to Europe 
in past centuries. It is because it ig just as con- 
venient a lane to follow in the other direction 
that its possession would now be most valuable to 
Germany. Communication established through 
Galicia with the Black Sea via Bessarabia would 
mean facile communication with sorely pressed 
Constantinople, with remote points in Turkey, 
with the force said to be building railroads across 
the desert preparatory to a serious attack on the 
Suez Canal. 
ft would articulate the present disjointed co- 
operation .between Turkey and her allies. If a 
staggering blow at hated England is to be struck 
st all hazards, such a blow as the capture or de- 
struction of the canal, the seizure of Bessarabia 
‘would be more important to German plens than 
the seizure of Warsaw. 

But a force holding the Bassarabian lane would | 
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attack from Russia on the east and north, but 
from Rumania on the west and south. Perhaps it 
is this fact that explains the late signs of in- 
creased anxiety at Berlin for the neutrality of 
Rumania and all the other Balkan countries. 
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AMERICAN-MADE SHELLS IN EUROPE. 

The words “Stop the exportation of arms and 
ammunition from the United States to Europe” 
appear on St. Louis billboards just in time to be 


from the French Government: 
Neither now nor at any time since the be- 
ginning of the war has the French Government 
made use of any shells whatever made in the 


United States. 

This announcement makes more.credible the 
recently published statement that not one- 
twentieth of one per cent of the ammunition of 
the allies has come from this country. 

The billboard campaign undertaken on a nation- 
al scale by a Baltimore organization is only one 
ot many efforts based on a perversion of inter- 
national law and a misrepresentation of facts. 
There has been much sorrowing in this country 
over “German kinsmen killed by American pro- 
jectiles.” Expressions of German commanders 
about the slaughter of their _ men-by American- 
made shells have nowhere /been more bitter than 
along the German line which faces only the 
French troops, who have not fired a single Amer- 
ican shell. Our port officers say that the ship- 
nent of shells in any considerable quantities to 
the British began on so recent a date that the 
number of them.so far available on the firing 
line must be inconsequential. Whether a single 
German soldier has yet been struck by an Ameri- 
can shell may be doubted. 

British activity looking to increased munition 
supplies has, of course, greatly increased of late, 
beth in this country and elsewhere. From now 
on production here may go to unheard of limits.

weeks ago assumed large proportions.

BRITISH AVIAT 
FOOLED BY TRICKS 
OF ZEPPELIN CRAFT 


Expert Explains Smoke Clouds 
Thought to Indicate Damage 
Due to Oil Combustion.

LONDON, July 2.—Although there stil! 


seems some doubt as to whether the 
Zeppelin which was attacked by the pi- 
lots of the Royal Naval Air Service was 


seriously damaged, it seems fairly cer- 
tain that the machine was not de- 
stroyed, and managed to return to its 
shed. The fact that smoke was seen 
issuing from it, as noted in the Ad- 
miralty communique, may be due to 
one of two causes. 

The smoke may have been caused by 
the airship being forced upward at a 
steep angle, and thus causing the oil 
in the crank cases of the engines to 
run baek into the rear cylinders, so 
that they spouted thick oil smoke from 
the exhaust pipes. The same thing has 
been noticed when a German aeroplane 
has dived vertically to avoid attack by 
the allies’ aeroplanes, only in this case 
the oil runs forward and floods the 
foremost cylinder. 

On several occasions it has been 
thought that German aeroplanes were 
on fire or were deliberately trying to 
hide themselves in a cloud of smoke 
because of this simple practice. 

Shoots Up Like Rocket. 

It is now recognized that when a 
Zeppelin which is going full speed ahead 
wants to rise rapidly to avoid attack, 
the pilot simply throws the stern of the 
machine down by means Qf the eleva- 
tor planes or vertical steering rudders, 
so that the nose goes up, and the mo- 
mentum of the vast mass plunging 
through the air produces such pressure 
underneath it that it shoots up like a 
rockét; and for the first thousand feet 
or so it will actually rise quicker than 
any aeroplane yet built. 

It is said, in fact, that a Zeppelin in 
this way can rise a thousand feet in a 
little over half a minute, whereas the 
hest of aeroplanes take fully 50 seconds 
for a thousand feet, and ordinarily 300 
feet a minute is considered good climb- 
ing. 

Of course, when the momentum of the 
Zeppelin has died away, it cannot con- 
tinue to climb at that rate, and its lim- 
iting height much lower than the 
limiting height of aeroplanes, so that, 
if aeroplanes can continue to chase it, 
they ought always to get above it dja 
the end. 

The other alternative explanation for 
the cloud of smoke is that the outer 
visible envelope of the Zeppelin may 
have been singed by an adhesive incen- 
diary bomb, which may have stuck to| 
it and burned the fabric without caus- 
ing it to burst into flame. 

Hard to Fire Zeppelin. 
fireproof varnishes have

fire at Johannisthal in October, 1915. 

Varicvs accounts of actions with 
Zeppelins assume that, because an 
airship which has been fired at is 
seen to be very much down, or very 
much damaged. But an airship which 
is suddenly attacked and wishes tu 
rise will deliberately throw its tai) 
down and thus go up. 


Surprised British Airmen, 
Some of our aviators were 
taken by surprise in this way in the 
Cuxhaven raid, when they thought that 
they had a Schuettehanz airship, which 
is of the same size and type as a Zep- 
pelin, at their mercy. They went for 
it, when, suddenly, in the words of one 
of them, “it lost its nerve and sat on 
its tail,"" with the result that it was 
very Soon out of reach of the seaplanes 
and was then lost in the mist before 

they had time to climb over it. 

In one account of the Ramsgate Zep- 
pelin raid it is stated that some of the 
anti-aircraft gunners thought they hit 
it because it was observed going out to 
sea very much “nose down,” where it 
disappeared in some low lying clouds. 
The rational assumption is that it was 
deliberately put nose down, so as to get 
it into these clouds and hide it from 
the gunners, just as aeroplane pilots 
who are suffering from too close atten- 
tion from anti-aircraft guns make for 
the nearest cloud as a place of refug>.
